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VUAN'S SOLDIERS 
NV REVOLT, BURA 
HOUSES IN PEKIN 


Hundreds of Troops Shoot Indis- 
criminately as They Parade 
the Streets. 








By Associated Press. 
PEKIN, Feb. 29.—A revolt has broken 


out among a portion of Yuan Shi Kai's 
troops, some hundreds of whom started 
a riot this evening at 8 o’clock. They 
wrecked and set fire to a number of 
houses and paraded the streets, shoot- 
ing indiscriminately. 

A strong force of loyal soldiers was 
ordered out and endeavored to restore 


order. The streets were crowded and 


alarm prevailed. 

The mutineers who complain 
wages have not been paid. at 9:50 p. m. 
numbered about 2000. Hundreds of shops 
had been looted at that time. 

Much reckless shooting occurred out- 
side the Chienmen gate of the Forbid- 
den Citv. near which the legation quar- 
ter is situated. 

Inside the citv proner the situation 
quieted and its was honed that order 
would be restored by midnight. 

A shell fired from one or the muti- 
neers’ guns fell within the confines of 
the American legation but it did not ex- 
plode. Foreigners in the capital are be- 
ing brought into their respective lega-

that most of them were facts. He said 
he had written about them to Walter 
Taylor of the law firm Parker, Ledyard 
& Milburn, which represented the Stana- 
ard Oil Co. of New Jersey, but 
that he never had made any complaint 
to Pierce about them. He was a direc- 
tor of the company, he said, but there 
had been no directors’ meeting for a 
year. 

Asked if he had conferred with Pierce 
and Clay Arthur Pierce about the direc- 
torate, he replied that he had talked 
with them only about the formal notes 
calling the biennial meetings. He never 
told Pierce how he was going to line 
vp in the directorate fight, he said. 

Corresponded With New York. 

He testified he corresponded with 
Taylor at his New York office, al- 
though Pierce, the president, was in 
his own office; that he didn’t keep 
copies of his letters for fear of spies 
around Pierce's office, that occasionally 
he did talk to Pierce and thaf he once 
protested a salary of $15,000 a year to a 
Texas attorney. Then he recalled that 
a suit involving between $600,000 and 
$700,000 is pending in Texas. 

He never informed Stewart of these 
matters, he said, although he wrote 
about them to Attorney Eddy of the 
Standard Oil at Chicago. When he left 
the office he admitted he took some 
personal letters; at his home he sorted 
these and burned some. He promised to 
bring the others to the hearing.

years ago and put him in as an officer 


of the company. 

Adams until recently was secretary of 
the Waters Pierce Oil Co. He Is re- 
puted to be the owner of 200 shares of 
Standard Oil stock. 

Questioned by H. S. Priest of counsel 
for the Waters Pierce, Adams said he 
became secretary of the Waters Pierce 
when it was organized with $100,000 cap- 
ital stock, in 1878. At that time, he said, 
he was an employe of the Standard Oil 
Co. 

“T came to St. Louis 34 years ago and 
have remained here since,’’ he said 
‘‘Horace J. Hutchinson was then man- 
ager of the sales department of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio. I went into 
the Waters Pierce Co. at the instance 
of Hutchinson and was elected secre- 
tary. Hutchinson became a stockholder 
and director of Waters Pierce. 

“Did you own any Waters Pierce 
stock then?’’ 

“No. I became a stockholder in 1902, 
when I acquired one share.” 

“Where did you get that share?’ 

“[ bought it from the Standard Oj] 
gg 

“Was there any contract in connec- 
tion with your holding of that share?’ 

“No.” 

“How long did you own it?” 

“Until the Waters Pierce Oil Co. 
dated in 1900.,”’ 

Adams said he could not clearly recol- 
lect just how he came into possession 
of his one share of Waters Pierce stock, 

“My recollection is that it came from 
a director who resigned,’’ he said. ‘I 
think it was Silas H. Payne, manager of 
the lubricating lepartment for the 
Standard of New Jersey. He has retired 
and lives at Silver Bay on Lake 
George.”’ 

Now Has Fraction of Share. 

After the reorganization of the Waters 
Pierce Co. in 1900, Adams said, he sub- 
scribed for one share of the stock. The 
only other Waters Pierce stock he owns 
is a fraction of the share received in the 
recent distribution of stocks in the sub- 
sidiary companies. 


“Did you acquire any stock of the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey?" 

“Yes, I acquired stock 25 years ago.” 

In the recént distribution, Adanis said, 
he ‘received fractional shares in 33 or 34 
subsidiary companies. He said that in 
this distribution he received 274, 700, 983, 
883 of one share of Waters Pierce stock. 
He could not remember how much stock 
of the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana he 
received.

“I never looked my fractional shares 
over to see if I received the right pro- 
portion, but I presume they are all 
right.” Of Standard Oil stock he re- 
ceived one share and a fraction. 


Adams said he had known John D. 
Rockefeller 35 or 40 years. 

“When did he become a stockholder 
in Waters Pierce?’ he was asked. 

“When the Waters Pierce stock owned 
by the Standard of New Jersey was dis- 
tributed to Individual stockholders in 
December last.”’ 


Adams testified, as has been stated 
before, that John D. Rockefeller owns 
662 shares of Waters Pierce stock. Wi]- 
liam Rockefeller became a stockhoider 
at the same time as John D. Rockefel- 
ler, Adams testified. 

Willlam Had 22 Shares. 

In response to Priest's questions, 
Adams said Willlam Rockefeller owned 
22 shares of Waters Pierce stock and 
that Henry M. Flagler, John D. Arch- 
bold and Charles M. Pratt became stock- 
holders at the same time and in the 
Same manner as the others mentioned. 
He said he did not believe Oliver H. 
Payne is a stockholder. 

"You knew that the Standard of New 
Jerséy was a shareholder?’ 

"Yes, sir.”’ 

“Was not all the stock owned by the 
Standard of New Jersey entered on the 
Waters Pierce books in the name of Van 
Ruren, and wasn't it held by him as a 
trustee for the Standard?’

$1,100,000 Suit 
ON MORTGAGE OF 
CUAL GOMPANY 


Belleville Bank Charges South- 
ern Coal and Mining Con- 
cern Is Mismanaged. 





A suit foreclose a $1,100,000 mort- 
gage was filed at Belleville Thursday 
by the Belleville Savings Bank against 
the Southern Coal and Mining Co., the 
Mercantile Trust Co. and the Mechanics- 
American National Bank, all of St. 
Louis. 

W. K. Kavanaugh is president of the 
mining company, which owns 10 coal 
mines along the Southern Railroad in 
St. Clair and Clinton counties, Ill. It 
is set forth in the petition that the min- 
lig company’s bonds, of which the Belle- 
ville Savings Bank holds $14,000, were se- 
cured by the mortgage. 

One of the conditions of the mortgage 
the bank alleges, was that a sinking 
fund should be created by the mining 
company and that a part of each year’s 
earnings should be paid into it in order 
to insure investors against loss when 
the mines should be exhausted. 

It alleges that no money has been 
put into the sinking fund and no inter- 


to 





est paid, and that the mining company’s 
officers have been reckless and ex- 
travagant and have failed to pay the 
firm’s debts. 

James Y. Lockwood, secretary and 
treasurer of the Southern Coal and Min- 
ing Co. and director in the Mechanics- 
American National Bank, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that the filing of thea 
suit by the Belleville bank at this time 
was unfortunate. 

“It is true,’’ he said, “the company 
for some time past has nut been able to 
pay interest on its bonds. 

“Since September, 1911, however, the 
company has been making a profit of 
$10,000 a month above expenses. I do 
not believe the action to foreclose will 
be successful, as the holders of bonds to 
the amount of at least $500,000 are neces- 
sary to bring about a foreclosure of the 
mortgage. 

“No notice was received as to the in- 
tention of the Belleville bank to file suit 
nor were We aware that the present 
management of the coal company was 
unsatisfactory to that interest. ‘The 
company has been well managed and its 
operating expenses are less than 
similar Illinois concern.

Offered to Plead Guilty. 

Weber offered to plead guilty to spare 
his mother the ordeal of testifying 
against him, but the court would not 
agree to the minimum sentence of two 
years in prison that he requested. The 
jury, however, gave him only two years. 

Mrs. Wolter _was.a necessary witness 
for the State because it was her name 
that Weber had forged to a power of at- 
torney which enabled him to draw $2040 
from a deposit box in the Mercantile 
Trust Co. 

Judge Simon S. Bass, over the objec- 
tions of Assistant Circuit Attorney Grif- 
fin, brought out the fact that at least 
part of the money was being held in 
trust for the defendant. This fact, al- 
though it did not clear Weber of the 
forgery charge, served to mitigate the 
case to the extent that the jury _inflict- 
ed the minimum punishment. 

Weber, who was 20 years old Aug. 6, 
11, left his voung wife, Frances Wiley 
Weber, at the home of her parents on 
South Second street, in October. He had 
saved some money from his wages as a 
teamster, and while spending it for a 
good time, met Eunice Von Stroottoon, 
and became infatuated with her. He in- 
duced a woman to pose as his mother, 
and going before a notary public, had 
her swear to a paper which gave him 
the authority to draw his mother’s sav- 
ings from the trust company vault. 

With the money thus obtained, Weber 
and Eunice Von Stroottoon went to 
Clayton. Weber rigged himself as a 
cowboy, and loaded his bride with silks 
and diamonds. They had a $100 wed- 
ding breakfast, and a few days later, 
when it became known that Weber had 
committed bigamy, he was arrested. 
When he awoke with a headache and an 
empty purse, he pleaded guilty, and was 
sentenced to a year. 

Later it devéloped Weber had obtained 
his money by forging his mother’s name 
and he was brought to St. Louis to face 
that charge, the County Count setting 
aside his sentence there so that he might 
be tried here on the more serious charge. 

Mrs. Wolter testified that $750 of the 
money represented insurance on the life 
of her first husband, Weber’s father, 
who died nine years ago. She said on 
the stand that her son would have re- 
ceived that amount when he became of 
age. 

Weber's defense was that he believed 
he had a right to draw the money.

NEW YORK, Feb. 29.—The grand jury 
investigating the charge that there was 
a conspiracy whereby Folke E. Brandt 
was sent away for a 30-year term in 
prison for burglary, may summon Morti- 
mer L. Schiff, banker and former em- 
ployer of Brandt, and Schiff’s counse}, 
Howard S. Gans.

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EDUCATION FOR ST. LOUIS. 

Among historical thoroughfares in St. Louis, 
Franklin avenue holds a place to which itg title 
is assured.

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THE BLOATED STEEL MONOPOLY. 

The report of Expert Accountant McRae to the 
House Committee on Investigation of the United 
States Steel Corporation enriches the fund of defi- 
nite public information on trust iniquities. It dis- 
closes an amazing record of stock watering, eXx- 
tortion, deception and monopoly restraint of trade. 
Many of the facts were known, but the report 
gives them certainty and definiteness. The most 
significant facts are that: 

The United States Steel Trust controls 80 per 
cent of the steel and allied industries. 

Within nine years it has made profits of more 
than two-thirds of its vast watered capitalization. 

The effect of the Gary dinuers was a practical 
working agreement to regulate production, re- 
strain competition and fix prices. 

The actual net profit enjoyed by the Steel Trust 
on its products is $13 a ton. 

For purposes of deception the profits are larger 
on the raw and unfinished materials produced by 
the Steel Trust and sold to its own mills and 
other manufacturers than on the finished product 
sold to the public. 

The Steel Trust, through a subsidiary corpora- 
tion, absolutely controls the export traue. 

The Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Co. was 
absorbed to prevent competition. 

The “rake-off” of J. P. Morgan for financing and 
organizing the trust was $69,300,000. 

These disclosures of the bloated steel monopoly’s 
oppressions and extortions supplement those of 
the Oil, Tobacco, Sugar and other trusts. Need 
there be wonder that an indignant people give 
ear to revolutionary remedies and are misled by 
unscrupulous politicians? If indiscriminate agi- 
tation is waged against plutocracy the responsi- 


‘|bility rests with the trust plutocrats. 


The suit against the Steel Trust under the Sher- 
man law was too long delayed. 

But apart from the prosecution of the trust as a 
monopoly the public should bear two things in 
mind: 

The Steel Trust’s monopoly is sheltered and en- 
riched by enormous tariffs on its products. 

Its monopoly was completed by the absorption 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Co. in 
violation of law, with the consent and presidential 
license of Theodore Roosevelt, who is now seeking 
a new lease of power from the people. 
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It only took three days to raise $5,000,000 among 
St. Louis capitalists for building an interurban 
line down in Texas. It ought to be possible to 
raise $450,000 for an opera house in St. Louis long 
before Aug. 1. The popular interest in music 
shows that it is going to have financial as well 
as artistic possibilities in the future.

JUSTICE TO SENATOR STONE. 
On the assumption that a report in the news 
columns of the esteemed Globe-Democrat was 
true—a violent assumption, it appears—we com- 
mented on Senator Stone’s alleged change from the 
championship of cream of tartar to the cham- 
pionship of alum in baking powder politics.

It does 
not appear that they were aceosted by the confi- 
dence artists who work in pairs in the vicinity of 
the station, but Market street’s panhandlers, 
drunken men, crowded saloons and abodes of ob- 
vious discomfort came under their observation. 
“Just dreadful,” was Mrs. Gould’s description of 
the street by night. 
What could not be disguised from her eyes is 
what cannot be disguised from the eyes of other 
strangers arriving in St. Louis by rail at all hours 
of the 24. Shabbiness is associated in most cities 
with the district immediately adjacent to railroad 
terminals. In St. Louis this district is exception- 
al in territorial extent and in its degree of re- 
pulsive dreariness. Not only are first impressions 
lasting impressions, but in the case of tens of 
thousands visiting St. Louis annually they remain 
the only impressions, for other portions of the city 
are not inspected. Mrs. Gould remained incredu- 
lous when assured that the idea she had come 
ts entertain was most unjust to St. Louis as a 
whole.

Isn't this inordinately 
modest? And what kind of females do you sup- 
pose they launder? 
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ENFORCE THE FENDER LAW. 

After a long interruption, the Board of Public 
Improvements has resumed its tests of street car 
fenders. These tests should not be unnecessarily 
prolonged in a search for the ‘perfect fender,” 
which may never make its appearance. The ob- 
ject should be to find the device presenting the 
greatest improvement over the inadequate one 
now in use in St. Louis. The U. R. management 
professes its willingness to install the fender that 
can gain the board’s approval. It should have an 
early opportunity to begin the installation. 

One style of folding fender under consideration 
is designed to remain in position while cars trav- 
erse the business section, but to be raised when 
residence districts are reached. A device not af- 
fording a substantial compliance with law in all 
parts of the city will be unsatisfactory. Few 
street car accidents occur downtown. Most of 
those inflicting injury or death occur in residence 
districts, where cars run at high speed.

The cry’ of overcrowded and inadequate 
heusing for the children is a well-known fact, 
and the only sane and sensible method to remedy 
these conditons is to introduce a bill setting 
aside an appropriation to build the school on a 
ccttage plan system. Such a step would assure 
the possibility of ever getting this plan in vogue; 
the bond issue would be very uncertain. If the 
city has enough money to call special elections 
then it should be capable of setting aside enough 
money to build a modern system of cottages so 
long advocated. Then this children’s guardian 
bill now before the Municipal Assembly for a plan 
of boarding dependent ones in private homes and 
creating a board of children’s guardian is all un- 
necessary. A city of the size of St. Louis should 
be able to retain complete charge of the children. 
This can be accomplished under the cottage plan.
